This 
Advantage he procured as an Acknowledgment of the Kind- 
neſs he had received from that Nobleman, and in Return 
for his obliging Converſation. At a Meeting which the 
Merchants had with the Czar, the late Sir Gilbert Heath- 
cute, Maſter of the Eaſland Compary, obſerved to him, 
that he feared the great Averſion the Prieſts had to To- 
bacco, would be a great Impediment to their Trade : 
To which the Czar anſwered, That be would ds wel 
enough with them when he went hone. 
the Czar left Exgland, King 1Viltiam gave him 
leave to take any of his SubjeQs into his Service that 
he ſhould have occaſion for; and made him a Preſent of 
a fine Yacht, called the Rozal Tra: furt, the beſt then 
in England. He took with him one Mr. Fergharſon, an

On the gth of Jah, being the Feſtival of St. Peter, he 
himſelf gave a great Feaſt and Ball in Gunter /dorf Houle, 
where the Ambaſſadors were lodged. The Emperor ſent 
him his Moſick, and ordered Fire-works to be made 
ready, which were played off in the Evening. The 
ſame Day his 2 Majeſty ſent a Preſent, of all 
Manner of Mathematical I ts, to the Czar, who 


tuo Days after went to ſee the Armoury, the Library 


the Pictures, and all the other Rarities of the Imperial 
Palace. About a Week after this, a great Feaſt was pre- 
pared at the Favorita, which began with a Ball and a 
Concert of Muſick ; afterwards a ſplendid Collation was 
given to the Company, and then followed another Ball, 
which laſted till Break of Day. Every Maſker was 
in the Habit of a different Nation; fo that almoſt all 
the Countries of the World were there repreſented ; 
and every Prince or Lord had a Lady by his Side, in 
anſwerable Habits. Mutual Compliments here paſſed be- 
tween the Emperor and the Czar in their Maſquerade 
Dreſſes. Upon the 29th of Fu{ the Grand Embaſſy had 
their publick Audience; to which they were conducted in 
a very magnificent Manner, and were treated very ſplen- 
didly at the Emperor's . 

Whilſt the Czar was thus on his Travels, conciliating 
to himſelf the Affections of the greateſt Powers of Eu- 
rope, Intelligence coming to Moſcoxv that he intended to 
make great Alterations in his own Affairs,, as ſoon as he 
came home, the diſcontented Party took a Handle from 
thence to infuſe Jealouſies into the Minds of the People, 
which were greatly fomented by the Prieſts, that his Ma- 
jeſty would ſubvert their holy Religion. Upon which a 
Conſpiracy was formed to declare the Throne vacant,

His Majeſty having concerted Meaſures with that Prince

A great 
Number of the Conſpirators were beheaded, ſome broke 
upon the Wheel. and others buried alive. Above 2000 
of the Strelitæes were executed; ſome had their Heads 
taken off in the Market Place, and others were 
upon Gallowſes erected for that Purpoſe, at the Gates 
of all the Walls that encompaſs the City. Thoſe who 
were beheaded were laid in Ranks upon the Ground, 
with their Heads by them, where they were left all the 
Winter. Other Gibbets were ſet up in the 1 
Roads — to Moſcow, upon which a great Number 
of the Rebels were hanged, and large Monuments of 
Stone were erected near the ſame, with an Account of 
their Crimes. The very Houſes in which they lived 
were razed to the Ground, and the Name of Strelitzes 
commanded to be aboliſhed, and changed into that of 
Suldatee, or Soldiers. Such of the Streliizes as were 
judged the leaſt guilty, were only baniſhed to Siberia, 
Aftracan, A*h, and the fartheſt Parts of the Empire. 
His Majeity, having puniſhed his Enemies, turned 
his Thoughts on reforming his Government and People.

He married into a very rich Family, the Head of which 
he had ſaved, as he had ſeveral others, from the 
of his Maſter. He was diſintereſted, humane, juſt, 
ber, generous and brave. Never was Servant more be- 
loved by his Prince, or more deſerving it: And, what 
is not very common with Favourites, he gained his Maſ- 
ter's Eſteem by his Merit only. The Czar himſelf was 
preſent while the Funeral Sermon was in one 
of the Reformed Churches, and afterwards went with 
the Body to the Place of Interment, where it was de- 
ſited in a Vaulted Tomb, under a Diſcharge of forty 
eces of Carnon, and the Muſkets of all the iments, 
followed by ſeveral Pieces of ſolemn Muſick.

Bur the Emperor, the King of Poland, and the Veneti- 
ans, having a on Preliminaries for a 
Peace, the Czar wrote to King Wilkam, who was Me- 
diator at the ſaid Treaty, to get the Truce prolonged for 
him. He, accordingly, ſent to the Lord Paget, 
his Ambaſſador at Porte, to take the ſame Care of 
the Czar's Affairs as of the reſt of the Princes of Chri- 
ſtendom ; by which Means the Czar's Truce was pro- 
lorged for 25 Years: And the very next Day after the 
Ratification of it, he declared War with the young King 
of Sweden: As, about the fame Time, had the Kings 
of Poland and Denmark, who were in Alliance with the 
Czar.

icholas. But the moſt abſurd of all Miracles that ever 
was invented, was what they attributed to St. Anthony, 
who, they ſaid, came from 7 fon to Nowogrod, by Wa- 
ter on a Mill-Stone ; of which Voyage they gave a cir- 
cumftantial Account. One of the Miracles he wrought, 
as ſoon as landed, was to order a Company of Fiſhermen 
ro caſt their Nets into the Sea, which having done, they 
immediately drew up a great tity of Fiſh, and a 
large Trunk containing ſeveral Church Ornaments, ſa- 
cred Utenſils, and prieitly Veſtments for celebrating the 
Liturgy. The People tell you farther, that he built 
himſelf a little Cell, in which he ended his Days. In 
this Place there now ſtands a Chapel, in which they ſay 
he was buried, and that his Body remains as uncor- 
rupted and entire as at the Inſtant of his Death. Over 
the Door of the Cell the Monks ſhew a Mill-Stone, 
wht Gay mane Bo IEEE believe is the very 
fame, that the Saint failed upon from Rome. Pictures 
and Images of their Saints, they uſed to have in great 
Abundance in their Houſes ; and were ſo ſuperſtitious, 
that if any one had to do with a Woman, they 
would cover the Images, that they might not be Witreſſes 
of their Actions. 

Eafter is a Feſtival of great Joy to the Maſcovites, as 
it. puts an End to their longeſt and ſevere!

Upon the Death of the laſt Patriarch, ſoon after the 
Czar returned from his Travels, his Majeſty reſolved to 
have no other elected; but to make hi ſole Head 
of the Church. However, he appointed the M 
litan of Reſan, a Pole by Birth, and the moſt learned 
among the Clergy, to upon him the Adminiſtration 
of ical Aﬀairs ; of which, from Time to Time,.

The Bride 
then came about with the Bridegroom to the End of 
the Table, and falling down at his Feet, knocked her 
Head upon his Shoe, in token of Subjection; and the 
Bri m uſed to caſt the Skirt of his Gown over her, 
ſignifying his Duty to protect and cheriſh her. Aſter 
this the Bride's Father and Friends bowed to the Bride- 
— his Relations to the Bride, in token of Love 
the two Kindreds. A Loaf of Bread was 
then broken, and the two Families edt it amongſt 
them, to teſtify their true and fincere Meaning to be- 
come of one Family. 

When 47 en the * ſent Preſents to the 
Woman, which if ſhe accepted, Match was agreed 
on; but if they were returned, it was a Sign he was 
diſliked ; and among other Preſents there was ſometimes 
a Whip, to let the Woman know what ſhe was to ex- 
peR if ſhe proved diſobedient. They uſed Divorce among 
them, and it was often practiſed on flender Pretences ; 
for a Man might go into a Monaſtery and ſhave him- 
ſelf, in a pretended Fit of Devotion, and by ſuch 
Means free himſelf from his Wife, and leave her to 
ſhift for herſelf ; which was frequently occaſioned by 
the ill Behaviour of the Women, chiefly ' among the 
common Sort : For Women of Quality always were very 

obedient to their Huſbands. 
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The Burial of their Dead was performed with much 

. 'They uſed to put new Shoes on them, and 
give them a Letter in their Hands, directed to St. Mi- 
cholat, intimating, that the Deceaſed was a Ruſs, dying 
in the true Faith. When the Ground was frozen, they 
laid them up in their Dead-Houſes ; and when the 
Ground became fit to be dug, they buried them in their 
Clothes, ca Prayers to be ſaid over them. Belides 
the Relations, there were other Women Mourners hir- 
ed on that Occaſion to make a great Howling and 
Noiſe. It was likewiſe the Cuſtom for the Relations of 
the Deceaſed to viſit their Graves, on particular Days 
in the Year, there to cry and howl for ſome Hours, and 
then leave Branches of 'Trees, Flowers, Bread, Meat, 
Brandy, Mead, Beer, and other Liquors, which they 
imagined the Dead had occafion for; but which were 
eonſtantly taken by the Prieſts, as ſoon as they were 
one. 
a The Muſcovites had a great Veneration for Hol 
Water; and once a Year their Rivers were 
with much Ceremony, 2 * apy ot 
ruggling then _ People for the Water : 
would leap into it, though in the moſt rigorous Seaſon 
of the Year ; Women would dip their tender Infants all 
over ; and oftentimes it was given to the Sick, in order 
to recover them by its wonderful Efficacy. 200p had 
likewiſe a Cuſtom of ſending Prayers in a Cap to Perſons 
at a Diſtance. And many would refuſe to work ona 
Friday, under a Pretence that the Panitza was angry, 
and would puniſh thoſe with Misfortunes, who did not 
obſerve this Feaſt in Honour of her. 

In the Neighbourhood of ſeveral Monaſteries, the

.down, while the Brothers held forth a Box to receive 
their pious Contributions. Many of the Ruſians thought 
it a great Crime to eat a Pigeon, becauſe the Holy 
Ghoſt is painted in that Shape. They had a Tradition 
of the Monaſtery of Pekerſty in Kiow, that whoever was 
Þuried therein, ſhould be ſaved, although he died in his 
Sins. "Theſe, and many other ſuperſtitious _— the 
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Czar took care to aboliſh when he ſettled the National 
Synod, as we ſhall ſee hereafter.

The Czar found that a more faithful Account might 
be made of his Revenues, and that the of the 
Governors ought to have a Stop put to them.

ſed that there ſhould be one general Office erected at 

ſcrau, called the Rate-houſe, after the Model he had 
ſeen in Holland, for the better _— managing 
his Revenues ; and that a certain Number of reputable 
Men ſhould be choſen, and be called Burgo-Maſters, to 
fit daily, to appoint Officers and Clerks, and to account 
for his Revenues, The Land-Tax and Poll-Tax only 
were left to be raiſed by the Governors, or Waivedes, 
as before. Theſe Matters, though fo uſeful, were not at 
all pleaſing to the Council. The Bears did not like to 
have ſo conſiderable a Branch of their Power lopp'd off:

T was on the firſt of Oober, 1700, that the Czar fat

In this Army, commanded by 
the Duke de Croy, a German, and in which his Majeſty 
himſelf acted as a common Lieutenant, there were only

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thought impaſſable, till he found himſelf in 
the Enemy's firſt Poſts. He did not give them 
to know the Number of his Men, but attacked 
oſts one after another. They could not imagine

ſternation to the main Body of the Army. Chars loſt 
no Time, but with his Men, fati as they were, a 
ng before the whole Camp of the Muſcovites. e 
ke de Croy had made the Diſpoſitions that were 
poſſible, poſting the Infantry in the Intrenchments, with 
a ſecond Line to hen them, and the Cavalry to 
ſupport them behind.

T reſt of the Ruſians, in Deſpair, 
with their Generals de Croy, Dolhoruty, Gollowin, and 
Federowitz, ſurrendered themſelves to the young Con- 
queror, and laidtheir Arms at his Feet. T —— 
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of Priſoners was ſo very great, r 
proper to keep only the chief Officers, and diſmiſs 
reſt, who were entirely diſarmed, and having their 
Breeches flit, that they were forced to hold them with 
both Hands, they were drove along like a Flock of 
9 to the Diſtance of a League from Narva. 

This is one of the moſt extraordinary Actions that 
can be met with in Hiſtory ; and the King of Sweden, 
this Year, tho" but 18 Years of Age, led an Army him- 
ſelf againſt 3 conſederated © nella and not only - 
ed ſucceſsful in all his Attempts, but gave 
Proofs of his perſonal Courage and Cond The Czar, 
— it would be to little Purpoſe, with his 40,000 
undiſciplined Men, to engage a young Victor juſt fluſh'd 
with the Conqueſt of 100,000, retired to the Place from 
whence he came, and from thence went back to Moſcow, 
which was terribly alarmed at the News of this Battle. 
But Peter was fo tar from being diſpirited at it, that he 
often would fay, I expected to be beaten by the Swedes, 
2 but they, in Time, will teach us to beat

The Muſcovite Populace, imagining that their being 
beaten, = they had ſuch Odds on ir Side, was owW- 
ing to Witchcraft, put up a Prayer to St. Nicholas,: to 
protect them againit the horrid Crew of Sorcerers, that 
were leagued againſt them. Mean while the Czar, hav- 
ing loſt balf his Army, and a AT 
himſelf with great Diligence to repair theſe Loſſes, by 
raiſing Recruits, bringing more foreign Officers into his 
Service, and ſeeing his Regiments exerciſed and provi 
with all Things neceſſary. For want of Metal for his 
Artillery, he ordered the great Bells in ſeveral Churchcs 
to be taken down, and caſt into Cannon: But while he 
was making theſe tions, he wrote an Anſwer to a 
Letter which he received from the King of Great- 
Britain, and to another from the States of Hol/and, to 
* him from entering upon a War with Sweden 
at all. 

His Britannic Majeſty, in his Letter, had reminded 
the Czar of the Care he had taken of his Intereſts at the 
Treaty of Carlowitz, in order to give his I Propo- 

— led 


fal the greater Force. The Czar very ingly ac 
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— — 2 ip, and profeſſed his own Iucli- 
nations for coming to a Peace. And in anſwer to the 
Dutch, who had offer'd themſelves for Mediators be- 
tween him and the King of Sweden in the t k 
rel (the chief Subject of which was the Affront the Czar 
had received in Livonia, when he ſet out on his Travels) 
he concludes with the following Paſſige : ** Accordi 
to our antient Amity, We cannot refuſe your High 
Mightineſſes's Demand, and We wiſh, that, by your 
diation, a nappy Peace may he re-eſtabliſhed with the 
Crown of Sweden, to which Effect We ſhall with Impa- 
tience expect your Ambaſſadors.” 

Notwithſtanding the Impatience with which he ex- 
pected theſe Ambaſſadors of Peace, he loſt no Time in 
making Proviſions for the War ; and while theſe were 

tting ready, he continued with great Vigilance the

His Majeſty reſolved next to alter the Faſhion of his 
People's „which he thought troubleſome to the 
Men, and ridiculous in the Women.

Another Alteration which 
the Czar made in Favour of the Women, the more eaſi- 
ly reconciled them to that of their Dreſs. It had been 
the Cuſtom, at all Entertainments in Ra, — 
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Women not to be admitted into the Converſation of the 
Men. In all the Houſes of Gentlemen of Faſhion, 
there was a particular Entrance made for the Women, 
and they were always in te Apartments : 
Only when the Maſter of the Family had a Mind to do 
Honour to an extraordinary Gueſt, be would bring his 
Wife by a back Way from her Apartment, attended by 
her Maids. She was then to pay the Compliment of her 
Shift Sleeve, and preſent the Company with a Bumper of 
Brandy round ; and afterwards to retire by the ſame 
Way ſhe came, and to be ſeen no more. But the Czar, 
to ſhew his Gallantry, ordered that from henceforth, at 
all Weddings and publick Entertainments, the Women 
as well as the Men ſhould be invited, and entertained in 
the fame Room with the Men ; but they were to appear 
in Engliþ Dreſſes. He ordered, that the Evenings at 
theſe Entertainments, ſhould conclude with Muſick and 
Dancing. There was no Wedding of any Diſtinction, 
eſpeci er but the Czar would 
honour it with his Preſence, uſually making a Preſent 
to the Bride ſuitable to the extraordinary . 

It had been the Cuſtom in Ruſſia for Matches to be 
made up by the Parents of each Side, without the Con- 
ſent of the young People, or their hardly ſeeing one 
another. 'This unacceptable Way of joining 2 
People together, was in a great Meaſure the o 
that Diſcord which was ſhewn to one another afterwards ; 
it being a common Thing for the Men to beat their 
Wives in ſo barbarous a , that they often died 
of the Blows ; and none of them ſuffered for the Murder, 
it being interpreted in the Law there, as done only for 
Correction. The Wives, on the other Hand, bei 
thus many Times made deſperate, would murder their 
Huſbands, in rev tor their ill Uſage : But the Sen- 
tence on ſuca Fans ebadin that the Woman ſhould be 
buricd alive, ſtanding upright, with the Earth filled about 
her, and only her Head above Ground, with a Watch 
{ct over. her, to ſee that no one relieved her, but that 
ſhe ſhould be ſtart ed to Death. It was a very common 
Sight in Raſßa to ſee Women thus executed, who have 
b-en 7 or 8 Days in dying, Theſe ſad Spectacles made 
the Czar, in Pity to his People, do on as was 
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fible to remove the Occaſion of. He ordered, that no 
Couple ſhould marry, for the future, without their 
Conſent z and that all Perſons ſhould be admitted, at 
leaſt 6 Weeks before Marriage, to viſit and ſee one a- 
nother. This new Order was ſo very agreeable, eſpe- 
cially to the younger Sort, that they began to conceive 
— better of Foreigners, from whom the Czar learn- 
ed theſe Cuſtoms. 
His Majeſty took notice, in anſwer to thoſe who diſ- 
liked theſe Alterations, that the Cuſtoms of the Country 
had already been much improved in the Courſe of 
Time, and that there was no more ill in doing it at 
once, than in the Courſe of 500 Years. As a Proof of 
this, in the Year 1701, when one of his Jeſters was to 
be married to a very pretty Woman, he ordered all 
that were in his Favour, with ſeveral Foreigners, to be 
invited to the Wedding ; and that every Perſon ſhould 
provide themſelves with the ſame Habit that was worn 
in Ruſſia about 200 Years before, and the whole Cere- 
mony be performed after the Manner of that Time. 
The Boyars had a Cap on their Heads at leaſt a Foot 
higher than was then the Faſhion, and 
dreſs, not eaſ ibe.

The Proſecution has been continued with very 
great Diligence, and nothing has omitted to bring it 
to as ſpeedy a Concluſion as poſſible. But, after all, the 
Matter is ſuch, that we find ourſelf obliged to inform 
our Imperial Majeſty, That as well becauſe of the dif- 
t Pleadings in Favour of the Criminals ; the flow, 
but indiſſ Manners of proceeding in a Law-Suit of 
ſo great Importance; as of the Caſe itſelf, which is of 
an extrao Nature, againſt which no ſufficient Pro- 
viſion is made in the antient Statues of theſe Kingdoms;

Wherefore, conſidering all theſe Inconveniencies, and 
foreſecing the Delays which might probably happen in 
the ordinary Courſe of Law ; and defiring at the ſame 
Time, to give you ſignal Marks of our Sorrow, as alſo 
to ſhew you the Indignation of all our Subjects on this 
O:cafion, we have paſſed an Act of Parliament, made 
in the moſt ſolemn Manner, by the great Council and 
Aſſembly of our Kingdom of Great Britain, wherein is 
made a Declaration, as authentick as poſſible, of the 
juſt Horror which our Subjects in general have againſt this 
violent Inſult; and all the Acts and Proceedings which 
relate to the Arreſt of the Perſon of your Imperial Ma- 
jeſty's Ambaſſador, are annulled razed out of the 
Regiſter of our Courts of Juſtice ; and thoſe who had a 
Share therein, are branded as infamous Criminals, and 
obnoxious to the Laws which were then in Force. And 
if any Perſon hereafter durſt commit the like Offence, 
or any Ways violate the Privileges of Ambeſſidors, and 
other foreign Miniſters, they will be liable to-the moſt 
ſevere Penalties and Puniſhments, which the arbitrary 
Power of the Judges ſhall think fit to inflit upon them, 
and to which no Bounds are given in this new Act. So 
that all Inſults of this Nature will be prevented for the 
fature, and the Security which all Princes Miniſters 
ought to enjoy, will be firmly eſtabliſhed and preſerved 
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and we will give Orders to our Miniſters to ſettle entirely 
this Affair with you in a Conference. 


The Ambaſſador then retired backwards out of the 
Hall, making three Obeiſances in the ſame Manner as 
when he came in, and was conducted back to his Houſe 
with the ſame Ceremony, and accompanied by the 
Chief Carver and the Cup Bearer ; the former of whom 
treated him three Days ſucceſſively, Order of his

II. His Czariſh Majeſty having a juſt Regard to the 
ſignal Services which his ſaid Ambaſſador has perform- 
ed, and in a gracious Remembrance of the laudable 
Zeal of his deceaſed Father, firſt Miniſter 2 
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ſeven Bodies, to make fo Attacks at 5 o'Clock in 
the Morning. Purſuant to this Order, had 
paſſed the Ditches, they ſcaled the Wall on the Side of 
the New Town, and entered the Place, notwithſtanding 
the Fire of the Cannon, with which the Ramparts were 
well furniſhed, and the Oppoſition of the main Part of 
the Garriſon.

This Ac- 
tion was the bolder, becauſe the Town was fortified with 
twelve Royal Baſtions, two Ditches filled with Water, 
and a high Wall with Ramparts of Turf. The Sea 
Officers confeſſed, that they could not conceive how the 
Major General came to hazard ſuch an Enterprize, and 
yet leſs how it came to ſucceed fo happily ; attributing 
the Succeſs entirely to the good Conduct and Bravery of 
his _ Majeſty's Troops, who did not loſe above 
28 Men. | 

The Czar departed from r the latter End of Fe- 
bruary, in order to go into P by the Way of Peters- 
Burgh and Livonia, The Czarewitz, who had been 
ſome Time in Poland, was gone from Gracow to War- 

ſaw; the Czar deſigning he ſhould viſit ſeveral Courts 
of Europe, before his Marriage with the Princeſs of Wok 
fembuttel, which was then in Treaty. In this Interval 
King Auguſtus held a Diet at Warſaw, the Members of 
which were greatly divided among themſelves. The 
Continuance of the Ryſian Troops in Poland was made a 
Pretext for ſomenting Diviſions ; which alone would 
have obliged the Czar to his Troops there, that he 
might not loſe the Fruit of his Conqueſts. The Forces 
before Riga kept the Town blocked up, throwing Bombs 
into it from Time to Time. The a few 
uſeleſs Sallies, and Velt-Mareſchal Czeremetoff ſeemed re- 
ſolved to reduce this important Place by Famine. |. 

His Majeſty being now at Petersburgh, undertook him- 
ſelf a very difficult Enterprize, which was to penetrate 
into the Great Dutchy of Finland; and having got to- 
gether about 20,000 Men, he advanced with _ 
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ſome by Water, and ſome by Land, towards Wybourg, 
the Capital of Sewedi/b Carelia, and a Port of great Im- 
rtance on the Finland Gulf. Admiral Apraxin came 
before the Town in the Night between the 2d and 3d of 
April, and attacked the Suburbs ; which the Befieged 
abandoned, after having ſet fire to two of their Maga- 
Zines. Nan. takin Poſleflion of the Place quit- 
ted by the Sepedes, extinguiſhed the Flames, and ſeizgd on 
three Ships that were in the Port. When his Czariſh 
Majeſty approached with Part of his Fleet, which brought 
Proviſions, Ammunition, and the neceſſary Artillery, a 
2 of 13 Swediſh Men of War preſented itſelf in- 
y to oppoſe their Landing. 'The Siege was puſhed 
on with Vigour, which nevertheleſs continued till June, 
when the Garriſon defired to capitulate. The Governor 
obtained Leave to march out with Arms and Baggage ; 
but Count Apraxin, when he came out, cauſed him and his 
Garriſon to be detained Priſoners of War, as a Repriſal 
for ſeveral Practices of the Swedes con to the Law of 
Nations. The Count publiſhed a Sort of Manifeſto, con- 
taining the Reaſons which induced him to this ſeeming 
Breach of a Capitulation, They were as follow: 1. The 
Detaining of a Muſcovite Ship ſent with a Flag of Truce. 
2. The ſting the Czar's Reſident at Stockholm, and 
confiſcating his Effects. 3. The ſeizing the Ruſian Mer- 
chants in Sweden, and their Goods — General Apraxin 
declared, that as ſoon as the Regency of Sweden gave Sa- 
tisfaction on theſe Complaints, the Garriſon ſhould enjoy all 
the Advantages that had been promiſed them by the Capi- 
tulation. Nevertheleſs, he permitted all the Officers that 
were wounded, and all the Widows and Children of thoſe 
that had been killed, to go where they pleaſed. Czeremetoff 
was no ſooner informed of the Surrender of W;bourg, 
but he gave Notice of it to the Governor of Nga, to 
whom he had ſome Days before offered a very honour- 
able Capitulation, fince it was impoſlible for him, in the 
the Condition he was, to defend himſelf many Days longer. 
General Stromberg anfwered all theſe Civilities only 
from the Mouths of his Cannon. He every Day expect- 
ed Succours by Sea; but the Ruſfant, Maſters of the 
Entrance into the River, as 300 Pie- 
2 ces 
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ces of Cannon, and made a ſtrong Staccado in the Wa- 
ter, behind which a Bridge of Boats bore 12 large Guns 
to defend it; ſo that the Fleet, imagining it impoſlible 
to ſurmouut ſo many Difficulties, retired, Ar lend, 
on the 29th of June, Count 8 ſent to notify that 
to capitulate, and would ſend Deputies for that 
urpoſe. The next Day the Velt-Mareſchal ſent two 
Colonels and an Auditor into the Town for Hoſtages ;

claration publiſhed by the Velt-Mareſchal, which were

The Czar, u. impatiently waited for this News, 
reccbed it with much Joy, and immediately yu

HE Czar being now Maſter of Livenia, once 

eſteemed the ri Jewel in the Crown of Scwe- 
den, it ſeemed very probable that his Forces, united to 
thoſe of his Allies, would very ſhortly have invaded Po- 
merania, and the other Seved;þ Dominions in Germany, if 
the Allies in Confederacy againſt France and Spain had 
not interpoſed. In order to which, they concerted a 
Project, which was figned A/arch 31, 1710, for preſerving 
the Neutrality of the Empire. By the AQ drewn up on 
this Occaſion, it was not permitted to any of the Powers 
at War in the North, to attack, or even march through 
any Part of the Empire : And the Allies, (which were 
the Emperor, the Queen of Great Britain, and the States 
General) declared, that if the Czar, the King of Poland, 
or the King of Denmark, on the one Hand, or the King 
of Saueden on the other, ſhould infringe this Neutrality, 
the ſaid Allies would wt hot _ the Power ſo in- 
ſringing, and ſupport the Side w preſerved it. 
ok of this AR were font to the foveal Parties 
and it was immediately agreed to, in expreſs Declarati- 
ons, by the Czar _ his Allies.

attempted. 'This made no Alteration in the Re- 
ſolutions taken at the Porte; and Baltagi Mahomet, Ba- 
ſhaw of Syria, who had been once before Grand Vizier, 
being now reſtored to that Poſt, gave freſh Hopes to the 
King of Sweden, heed as ikke to render the Ru 
ans odious to this Miniſter ; and an Occaſion offering at 
this Time, favoured his Deſigns. 
It had been a conſtant Cuſtom for all foreign Mini- 
ſters, on the Promotion of a Grand Vizier, to an 
Audience to felicitate his Highneſs. The Ambaſſador 
of Rua was the firſt who demanded his Audience; 
but was anſwered, that the Precedence had been al- 
ways given to the Ambaſſador of France, as Miniſter of 
the moſt antient Ally of the Porte, to whom they had 
always given the Title of 1 The Ruſſian Am- 
ba ſſador replied, That the Monarch of France, among 
all Chriſtian Princes, was looked upon only as a Kin 
and not as an Em „which Title was more ſui 
to his Maſter ; —— that the Precedence was 
due to him as Ambaſſador Extraordinary. This Dif-

An Account of this being brought to the Czar, he 
wrote again to the Grand Signior, remonſtrating againſt 
what had been done, profeſling an Inclination to pre- 
ſerve the Peace; but declaring at the ſame Time, 
that if the King of Sweden were ſent into Poland 
in a hoſtile Manner, he muſt be obliged to aſſiſt 
his Ally Augu/ius, and was not accountable for the 
Conſequences. This Letter had no more Effect than the 
former; a Manifeſto of the Porte being ſoon after ſent 
to all the Governors and Officers in the Ottoman Empire, 
commanding them to arm againſt the Ruſians, who were 
charged with all the Infri mts of Peace that had 
been alledged by the Cham of Tartary. The Grand Vi- 
zier immediately made the 1 Diſpoſitions for the 
Campaign, and in the Month of ch, 1711, went out 
of Conſtantin:ple, to put himſelf at the Head of the Army, 
which was aſſembled near Adrianaple, from whence he 
cauſed them to decamp, to take the Route of the De- 
nube. a 

Though the Czar could not be informed of what was 
done at Corſtartinople, not only becauſe his Miniſter was 
impriſoned, but becauſe his Couriers were ſtopt on the 
Frontiers; yet he learnt ſo much by other Hands, as 10 
be zeady to give Orders for being in the Field before the 
Tarks, He likewiſe prepared for the Defence of at

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whither he ſent Vice-Admiral Vander Cruys, with three 
hundred good Sea Officers; and leaving to Prince Men- 
zikoff the Command of his Forces in Livonia, Ingria, 
and Finland, he ſet out from Petersburgh to wr 199" that 
he might the more readily attend his new Levies, and 
diſpatch a numerous Army into the Ukrain. The Gene- 
rals in, Allard, and Galliczin, conducted in 3 Columns, 
croſs Poland, the beſt Part of the Ruſian Troops that were 
in Samogitia and Lithuania, The Czar ordered that 
they ſhould raiſe, throughout his Dominions, the fourth 
Man of all who were able to bear Arms, and the ſecond 
of all the Valets of the Nobility ; which laſt Article pro- 
duced a great Number. Velt Mareſchal Czegpmetof, 
who was already on the Frontiers at the Head of his 
Army, received 30,009 Men of the new Levies. Prince 
Romanowdewſki Orders to advance with the Mi- 
litia againſt the Tartart. And beſides theſe his Majeſty 
had made a Treaty with Apaka Taguin, Prince of the 
Calmuck Tartars, who ſent him 25,000 Men, for which 
the Czar paid him 100,000 Ducats in Specie. Thus, 
without reckoning the Troops that remained under 
Command of Prince Merzikef, or the Caſaclt, his Cza- 
ky Majeſty had 80 an 2 of 150, ooo Men, 
1 roops.

To all 
theſe Preparations the Czar joined a long and very cir- 
cumſtantial Manifeſto, penned in the ſtrongeſt Terms, 
againſt the Injuſtice of the Parte, and in Defence of his 
own ions: And the following Declaration, con - 
ining his Reaſons in fewer Words, was at the ſame 
Time ſent to all his Miniſters in the ſeveral Courts of Exrepe. 


Hereas we have received certain Informations from 
divers Places, that the Ortaman Pecrte endeavours 
to juſtify the Violation of Peace already declared againft 
us, actually begun by the Irruption of the Tartar;

The Tartars had Hoſtilities before this Decla- 
ration was made I 
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manded 50,000, a nd the Palatine Potocky followed them 
at the Head of 10, 00 more, got er from all Na- 
tionz, Poles, Swedes, Hungarians, Walachians and Coſ- 
ſacks, The Tartars, who were Neighbours to the 
Denſei Cofſacks, and had engaged them to revolt, began 
on the Side of Ab; but their Campaign laſted not 
long. They advanced as far as Iium, pillaging the 
Country about it, and having defeated 4 or 5000 RA 
fans, marched off with their 1 — But the Irruption 
of the Cham into the Lain was attended with worſe 
Conſequences: He beat ſeveral Parties of Ruſſians, 
and ſeized on ſeveral ſmall Places; ſuch as Wolmo, Ma- 
liwolda, Noiviweleda, &c. He alſo took Mercovi, Ter- 
nocka, and ſome little Forts. In ſhort, he trated as 
far as Samara, and burnt, under the Fortifications of 
that Town, 150 Veſſels deſigned to tranſport the Troops 
and Arillery. But the Snow obliged him to retire, and 


towards the End of March he arrived at Precop with very 


conſiderable Spoils, and near 1 2,000 Slaves. 

Potocky, the Cofſacks of Orlick, and the Cham's eldeſt 
Son, whoſe Title is Sultan Galga, advanced along the 
Boryſthenes, and diſperſed every where as they went the 
Manifeſto's of the King of Sweden, the Sultan Galga,

Potock and the 
Tartars gave three Aſſaults to this Fortreſs, and loſt 
many before they could maſter the Town; but 
the Citadel held out till the Arrival of Prince Ga/- 
liczin, who put theſe Maroders to Flight, after * 
killed above 5000 of their Men, retook the Spoils, a 
releaſed the Slaves they had made. Five hundred R.

This Action diſſipated theſe Tartars for the preſent, and 
obliged Potocky to return into Turky. In the mean Time,

Baſhaw, or Maſter of the Ordnance, had Orders to have a 
large Train of Artillery in Readineſs, with 14,000 Men. 
The Land-Army conſiſted of 120,000 Men, Horſe and 
Foot, beſides the Tartars, who made the whole Number 
amount to about 200,000. 

At this Time the Grand Signior was informed that 
Brancovan, Prince of Walachia, held a ſecret Corre- 
ſpondence with the Czar, and had promiſed to revolt to 
him, if he could penetrate into Moldawia, with 30,000 
Men, and a ſufficient Quantity of Proviſions. This be- 
ing confirmed by ſeveral Hands, he ordered the Cham 
of Tartary to conſult with the Vizier upon the Means of 
having him ſeized. The Cham's Advice was to draw 
him in by the Help of the Hoſpodar of Moldavia, and 
if Maurocordato, who then governed, was not thought 
proper to undertake it, he recommended Demetrius Can- 
temir, whoſe Fidelity had been experienced, and whoſe 
Father had been Prince of that Country. 

A ing to this Advice the Sultan depoſed Maurs- 
cordato, appointed Cantemir Prince of Walachia, 
under the Title of that of Aiallavia, with Orders to ſeize 
Brancovan under Colour of Friendſhip, or any other Pre- 
tence which he thought proper, and ſend him alive or 
dead to Conſtantinople ; xing that no Tribute ſhould 
be levied on him, as uſual : Whereupon Cantemir ſet 
out with the Cham for Moldavia; but not been ar- 
rived there many Days before he was directed to ſend 
the Piſbtigſb, or Preſent, demanded of a Prince when he 
firſt enters on his Government, and to collect a 
Quantity of - Proviſions for the Turkis Army, with other 
intolerable Burthens.

The Czar, on 
the other Hand, ſeeing a Part of his 'Troops over the 
Neifter, into his Enemies Country, and no Lend 
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oppoſe them, could not help flattering himſelf with the 
Hopes, that Heaven had deſtined him the Honour of o- 
v ing the Empire of the Ottomans. He arrived, on 
the 12th of June, at Soroka, with all his Court; for the 
8 Catharine, with whom he had _ declared 

is Marriage, would accompany him in this dangerous 
Expedition. From thence he went towards 7a), the 
Capital of Mala via, being now joined by Prince Cante- 
mir, who publiſhed a Declaration, at his going over to 
him, directed To the Right Reverend the Grec:an Biſhop 
of the Cathedral of Soczowa, the illuſtrious and potent 
Generals of their Forces, together with all the other 
Subjects of Moldavia ; and ſetting forth the Reaſons of 
his preſent Conduct. 

The Czar waited three Days at 74% for the Provi- 
ſions promiſed him by Brancovan ; but obſerving that 
his Ambaſſador only amuſed him with Ceremonies, and 
having ſome Aſſurances of his Treachery, he found him- 
ſelf in very near the ſame Condition with the King of 
Sveden when invited into the Lian by Mazeppa. He 
was in a wild Country, deſtitute of Proviſions or Forage 
for half his Army ; without Magazines, or any Place 
from whence he could expect any Succours: For tho 
Cantemir continued firm to him, he found his Molda- 
wvians in a different Intereſt : And Brancovan made a 
Merit to the Sultan of having deceived him. 'The Grand 
Vizier, hearing that the Czar was come to 74h, imme- 
diately decamped, and croſſing the Danube, came 
within Sight of the Muſcovites. The Pruth now ſepa- 
rated them, and the whole Army being got over, Turks 
and Tartars, the Vizier pitched his Camp, and fortified 
it with Trenches. 

The Czar, when he firſt heard of this Advance, ſent 
General Tamm with a Detachment, to diſpute the Paſ- 
ſage of the Danube; but he came too late, and the Turks 
were now come up to hm, with an Army three Times 
the Number of his own. However, having diſpoſed his 
Troops behind a Line of Chevaux de Frize, he made fo 
ſtrong and regular a Fire, that the Enemy, with all their 
Force, could not break in upon him; but in the Even- 
ing they retired out of the Reach of the Ruffian Artil- 

orn. 
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Morning the Turks renewed the Fight, and continued the 
ſame all Day. They attempted to the Ruſſian Lines 
in ſeveral Places to no Purpoſe, and loſt a great many Men. 
Night parted them again. 'The third Day General Ponia- 
touuſty, ſeeing the Situation the Muſcovites were in, deſti- 
tute of Proviſions, and ſurrounded by the River Pruth, 
and the Armies of the Turks and Tartars, adviſed the 
Grand Vizier to ſtarve them out. The Czar, in this de- 
ſperate Condition, had given himſelf over for loſt, when 
the Czarina thought of an Expedient to preſerve him. 
It is faid by ſome, that ſhe ſent a Preſent to the Grand 
Vizier unknown to the Czar; but it is moſt probable 
that ſhe prevailed on him to ſend a Letter, which being 
accompanied with a large Sum of Money, and all the 
Jewels and Things of Value that could be got together, 
made a very good Impreſſion on the Mind of the Grand 
Vizier, and a Treaty was ſoon concluded. When the 
Vizier ſent his Deputies into the Ruſſian Camp, he 
them to deſire to be admitted into the Preſence 
of the Czarina, that he might be certain ſhe was there; 
hardly believing that a Lady, out of Love to her Husband, 
ſhould — Sor in ſo dangerous an Expedition. 

It was at this Time, that the King of Sweden be- 
ing informed of the Situation of Affairs, was come incog- 
nito io the Grand Vizier's Camp.

Thus ended this ſhort War with the Turks, 
which, if the Grand Vizier had been a Maſter of his 
Buſineſs, muſt have ruined the Ryfian Empire; for he 
might, without risking a Man, have forced the Czar, 
his whole Army to have ſurrender'd at Diſcretion.

The old Duke of Wolfembuttel, if the Czar 
would have ſuffered the Expence, deſigned that the Splen- 
dor of his Grand-daughter's Marriage ſhould have been 
beyond Example; and to have invited to it, in his capi- 
tal City, the Kings of Poland, Denmark, and Pruſſia, 
the Elector of Hanover, and ſome other Princes. But in- 
ſtead of more Pomp, it were to be wiſhed there could 
have been more Happineſs in this Marriage. The Cza- 
rewitz, given up to ſenſual Pleaſures and vicious Com- 
pany had no Defire to marry, nor had he thought of it, 
t to prevent the Danger he was in of forfeiting his Suc- 
ceſſion. For his indolent wicked Courſe of Life, and the 
Averſion he ſhewed to Foreigners, had created in his Fa- 
ther ſo ill an Opinion of him, as made him drop ſome In- 
timations, that, unleſs he gave ſome Tokens of Amend- 
ment, he muſt expect to have his Head ſhaved, and be 
thruſt into a Convent. His own Favourites, apprehen- 
ſive of the Danger, perſuaded him to reconcile himſelf 
to his Father, by promiſing to alter his Way of Life, and 
marrying into ſome conſiderable Family among the Princes 
of the Empire, with whom his Majeſty w:s us of hav- 
ing an Alliance. The Prince, tho* naturally dull, had 
Senſe enough to take this Advice, ard th:owing himſelf 
at his Father's Feet, declared his Intention of leading a 
new Life ; begging Leave to make the Tour of Germany, 
in order to make Choice of a virtuous Lady, who might be 
agreeable to his Birth and Inclinations. 
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A few Days after the Marriage, the new- married 
Couple took the Route of Yo? tel, and the Czar 
that of Crofſen and Silefia, where the Prince Royal of 
Pruſſia entertained him for three Days. He then took 
the Route of Priſſia, and on the 8th of November arrived 
at Thorn, where he embarked with the Czarina for EL 
bing. Their Majeſties found in this City a numerous 
Court of Foreign Miniſters to attend them, and among 
the reſt Prince Ragotfei, who came from Dantzick for 
that Purpoſe. But the Troubles which were excited 
afreſh, by the French and Sued Faction in Turky, 
ſoon recalled the Czar to his own Dominions. He went 
through Koningsberg, Memel, and Riga, in which laſt 
Place he ſtopt for ſome Time; promiſing the Citizens 
his Protection, provided they would be as faithful to him 
as they had been to Sweden.

The Enemy perceiving it, immediately gave the _ 
for weighing Anchor, and making ready to fail, and 
very hard at the Ruſſian Gallies : But the Bullets could 
not reach them, by reaſon of the too great Diſtance ; and 
their large Ships could not approach nearer to the Shore.

In the mean while, it being known that the 
Enemy had a Frigate, 6 Gallies, and three leſs Veſlels, at 
the Place where the Rufians deſigned to put aſhore, /- 
maiewitz judged it beſt to attack them: But it was too 
late; and beiides, the Swwedzb Vice-Admiral had joined 
Admiral Watransg. The Rufffan Admiral at the ſame 
Time determined to attempt to force a Paſſage, if it 
ihould be neceſſary, through the Enemy's Fleet, which 
had changed their Station a little, to go and aſſiſl the 
Gallies. The next Day this Reſolution, tho' very ha- 
zardous, was executed with ſo great Order and Succeſs, 
tnut the Ruſſians paſſed cloſe by the Enemy, ſuſtaining 
all their Fire with the Loſs only of one Galley All the 
Fleet having paſſed thus, Commodore [/maiexvitz gave

Fleet in Order of Battle, ſent Adjutant- General F agu/i/ey 
to ſummon theSwedzb Rear- Admiral Ehrenſehild to ſurren- 
der, and, on his Refuſal, cauſed him to be attacked by the 
Vanguard at 3 in the Afternoon ſo vigorouſly,that,notwith- 
ſtanding the ſuperior Fire of the Enemy, the Frigate, as 
alſo the Gallies, were taken by 4+ WW; —-4 
Admiral Ehrenſchild, having firſt taken his ——

This Attack by the Au Vanguard, was conducted 
by the Czar, Real.
